GERMAN CRUISER 


Viscel Had "Been Interfering 
With Traffic Between Eng- 
land and the Cape. 


(Special to the Capital) 
London, Aug, 27,—Rt. Hon. Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty, announced the sinking of 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Der Grosse in the 
house of commons today. He said: 
“Tho admiralty has just received In- 


telligence that the German armored |, 


merchant cruiser Kaiser Wilhelm Der 
Groese of 14,000 tons, and armed with 
10 four inch guns has been sunk by 
the I. M. S. Highflier, off the west 
coast of Africa. 

“This Js the vessel which has been 
interfering with traffic between this 
country and the Cape and is one of 
the very few. Gerinan armed auxiliary 
cruisers which succeeded in geting to 
Bea. The survivors were landed be- 
fore the vessel sunk. © The Highflier 
lost one killed and five wounded.” 

London, Aug. 27.—On Premier Aa- 
qguith’s motion the house adopted an 
ress to King George, praying his 
Majesty to convey to the king of Bel- 
gium parliaments admiration of Bel- 
giums's heroic resistence to the Ger- 
man invasion.

Amsterdam, via London, Aug. 26.-—(7:50 p.m.)—An official 
despatch from Berlin Says that the light German Cruiser Magdeburg, 
while ashore on the Isle of Odenburg in the Gulf of Finland, was fired 
upon by Russian ships. Seventeen of the cruiser’s crew were killed 
and 25 wounded. The others of the crew were rescued by a torpedo 
boat while under fire. The Magdeburg was blown up.

_ BULLETIN—London, Aug. 27.—(4:12 p.m. )—The 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse has been sunk off the west coast of 
Africa by the British cruiser Highflier. 


The sinking of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse removes yet another dan- 
ger to British commerce, . The sur-

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IS EUROP E TO BECOME 
COSSACK OR REPUBLICAN? 


Is Europe, in the finish, to become republican or Cossack? 
In the war in Europe are involved* 180,000,000 Russians and 


more than one hundred million under the German and Austrian; 


empires, Of the Russians over one hundred millions are of Slav 
stock. So area majority of the Bulgarians, Servians, Montenegrians, 
Poles and Bosnians, and a very large percentage of the inhabitants of 
Austria and Hungary, Bohemia and Moravia. Under the various 
flags in Central Europe are eighty million Teutons, who have acted 
for centuries as a buffer against Slavic progress into that country, 
but who have acted at the same time as a deterrent to the progress of 
republican ideas. 

When Napoleon went out against the world, or rather when 
France, exposed to the attacks of the world, threw her armies out 
against the attackers, they carried the doctrine of constitutional gov- 
ernment into countries which were altogether unprepared for such 
advanced ideas. In the finish Napoleon attempted to dictatorially 
divest Europe of its established monarchies and to set up in their 
stead monarchies, or dictatorships, of his own creation which would 
pave the way for popular government. Napoleon failed because 
Teuton, Slav and Anglo-Saxon were unanimously unprepared for his 
ideas of republican government, and were naturally unwilling to have 
these ideas forced upon them. 

Napoleon went to St. Helena, The French republic survived 
the storm and, after various relapses, emerged into the present era 
as the first genuine republic of Europe. Prussia and Austria relapsed 
to autocracy and emerged, in the latter half of the past century, as 
inilitary despotisms. Russia sank back into her original Slavic inertia, 
too slothful, except in Poland, to even attempt to shake off the 
tightening autocracy. Great Britain, among the countries which a 
century ago constituted themselves a coalition to stamp republicanism 
out of France and to prevent its spread to other countries in Europe, 
has alone progressed toward greater democracy in government. 

Now German and Austrian military despotisms, which have 
survived: unshaken while their people progressed far in advance of 
their forms of government, have hurled Europe into another war in 
which their existence is at stake. In this war military despotism 
must be submerged. In the natural order of things, Germany must 
be overwhelmed by very weight of numbers. 

But if, in the finish, Germany is possessed by two or three, or 
maybe five or ten million Slavs under arms, what happens then? 

Possessed of all the fanaticism of race and religious prejudice, 
and commanded by a Czar whose despotism makes him absolute, 
will the Slavs consent to withdraw? It is scarcely likely. 

And when the new Germany and the new Austria, having 
shaken off their despotisms in the holacust of war and its probable 
aftermath of revolution and maybe a new reigr of terror, awaken 
to discover that theirs has become a fight not for empire but for 
liberty, not for the power to rule the world but for the simple right to 
govern themselves, will they be able to drive the Slavs out of Central 
Europe? And would republican France and constitutional Britain 
stand by while a new Teulton-democracy perishes in the attempt to 
establish itself? Or has Russia become sufficiently enlightened that 
her despotism will go down in the crash of thrones and the world 
be rid onee and for all of the outworn systems which lingered beyond 
their ages? 

The scope for speculation and prognostication is broad indeed. 
One Saas seems certain: that this must be a very long war, 
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THE GHOU ILISHNESS OF 
CIVILIZED WARFARE 


With the bombardment of Antwerp from the clouds the newest 
and most dreaded feature of this inhuman war has made its appear- 
ance. The impending horror which the world has anticipated has 
burst from the blue. Bombs, falling out of the dark, bring death and 
devastation to palace, hovel and tenements alike. There is no 
longer sanctuary for the non-combatant. The warfare changed from 
contlict between armed men to a barbarous massacre of defenseless 
women and innocent children. The world reverts to the primordial. 
A thousand years of civilization are forgotten in a night. The fren- 
zied savagery of the ancients is outdone. 

The war, so experts tell us, may last for years. In all its phases 
of inhuman slaughter it must go on until the men who make war 
have been shaken off. Meantime, there is London, with its teeming 
millions, exposed to this new menace. With her miles upon miles of 
crowded humanity, the metropolis, enveloped in November fogs, 
to form a perfect hiding place for these new barbarians of the sky, 
would offer a tempting mark. Out of the impenetrable mists they 
might hurl at their ruthless leisure upon a sleeping city, explosives 
more powerful than the earthquakes shock. The rout, the helpless 
pandemonium, the trampling panic which would be invoked defies 
the descriptive facilities of the language. 

And the ghoulishnes of it allis that this possible—even probable 

——horror is not a sudden discovery made by maddened men in the 
heat of conflict, but the deliberately-thought-out and carefully- 
planned scheme of systematic architects of slaughter in times of 
peace and while they were yet cluttering the wires with the sophistries 
that their life-work was centred in the desire and promotion of peace 
on earth and good will toward men. 

At such a spectacle the world turns sick. Community civiliza- 
lion, even in times of war, cages the madman and hangs the mur- 
derer, Laws are framed upon the hypothesis that the enemies of 
must be removed to the place where there is no possibility of 
them continuing to do harm.

massacres as this? 

For the safety of nations Napoleon was exiled to St. Helena. 
Bul tyapoleon was a soldier, not an assassin of women and children.

In Sas- 
katchewan the lands north of Irince 
Albert and Battleford are being laid 
out for settlement, Already a railway 
line is in operation to Big River, a 
hundred miles northwesterly from 
Prince Albert, and another railway is 
bieng projected from aBttleford to- 

wards Ahtabasca Landing. Settlers 
are going into the Green Lake and 
Meadow districts along the old route 
used by the Hudson's Bay company's 
traders from Prince Albert to the low- 
er Mackenzie, 

Active in Peace River. 

In Alberta the chief scene of activity 
is in the Peace River district. In that 
locality alone about 45 townships will 
be subdivided into quarter sections 
during the present summer. ‘These, if 
placed together, would be equivalent 
to a block of land over 40 miles long 
and 40 miles wide, and will provide for 
6,400 homesteads of 160 acres each. In 
the “Peace River Block’ a- track of 
land containing 3,500,000 acres con-

umbla to the dominion, surveys are 
being made in the vicinity of Fort St. 
John and Hudson's Hope. At both 
these places there is reported to be 
considerable activity among settlers, 


About forty years}2nd when one considers that the latter 
ed} polnt_is over 600 miles by road from 


Edmonton, which is still practically 
the railway terminus and outfitting 
point for the northern country, some 
idea may be gained of the distances to 
which settlement extends, 

Another surveyor is subdfviding 
lands in the vicinity of North Ver- 
milion, on the Peace river, a distance 
of wbout 700 miles by road from Fd- 
Ironton. At this place wheat has been 
successfully grown for years and the 
Hudson's Bay company has a large 
and well-equipped grist mill manu- 
facturing flour by modern processes 
to supply thelr trading posts in the far 
north. The Peace river provides 
A natural means of communication in 
the district. The surveyor in chargo 
at North Vermillion transport- 
ed his party of mez and horses by 
means of scows from Peace River 
Crossing, a distance of 280 miles, the 
trip occupying six days. Another 
party is engaged beyond the northern 
boundary of Alberta in inaking  set- 
tlement surveys at Fort Providence 
and other points along the great Mac- 
kenzie river. 

Agriculture in B,C. 

In British Columbia several survey- 
ors are employed in keeping up with 
the demands for agricultural and 
timber lands in the fertile valleys and 
along the forest slopes of the Fraser, 
the Thompson and the Columbia riv- 
ers. These lands lie In what is known 
as the “railway belt,” a strip of land 
twenty miles on each side of the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
It is a notable feagure of these local- 
ities that agriculture and horticulture 
are now formidable rivals of mining 
as a means of livelihood, A surveyor 
who has been a resident of British 
Columbia for years thus describes the 
chang “Only a few years ago this 
Pacific province based its hopes of 
future greatness on its vast mineral 
wealth, but she at last realizes that 
minerals are not her great asset and 
that the fertile soil of her valleys, 
her forests of giant trees and her 
salubrious climate are more reliable 
and productive of greater wealth." 

The far Yukon has not yet ceased 
to be the land of promise and for 
sore years surveys have been carried 
on west of Whitehorse for the pur- 
pose of connecting the several mining 
districts, This year these surveys 
are being continued towards the 
Klaune district, which Is the scene 
of considerable mining activity, Base 
lines are being run along many of 
the creeks in the central portion of 
the territory where discoveries have 
heen made, hundreds of claims staked 
and operations in placer mining com- 
menced., In the Stewart and McQues- 
ten valleys a great deal of interest 
is centered at present and a triangu- 
lation survey is being made so that 
reliable topographical maps of the 
district may be prepared.

Salient Features of 


Today’s War News 


French cities of Lillo, Valencenes and Roubaix, according to a despatch from 
Ostend, Belgium, which passed through the hands of the censor at London, All 
three cities are situated within a few miles of the Belgian frontier and Lille Is 
strongly fortified. 

Valencennes is a military station of less importance, while Doubaix is known 
chiefly as a manufacturing centre. 

Exact knowledge of the importance of thls movement awaits official in- 
formation. Earlier despatches from Ostend quoted a Belgian officer as authority 
for the statement that all the allies had decided not to defend Lille and that 
its evacuation by the French troops was announced by the mayor on Tuesday. 

A wireless despatch direct from Berlin early today brought the official an- 
nouncement that all the forts at Namur had fallen before the Germans who had 
also captured Longwy, 

he army of the Crown Prince it was added, had repulsed a French attack 
and upper Alsace was free of the enemy except at points eastward of Kolmar. 

The war office at Paris had ben silent up to nearly noon. The Belgian 
operations were asserted to have been completely successful, in an official state- 
ment that came from Antwerp by way of Paris a little after midnight. Four 
Belgian divisions from Namur were said to have stopped the southward move- 
ment of the German fourth division, after which the Belgians retired on the 
French line. The forts at Namur were still holding out, it was declared. This 
claim regarding the Namur fortification was repeated by an English correspon- 
dent at Ostend, who quoted,a Belgian officer who had arrived from Namur, He 
said that the Germans have destroyed two forts and were still assaulting the 
others. It is officially announced at St. Petersburg that the Russian advance in 
Prussia is procending with irresistible force. It has been stated that the ob- 
jective point of the main Russian army for the present is Posen. The Germans 
are reported as having rotired to Osterode in east Prussia. 

A merchant arriving in London from Berlin is credited with the statement 
thot the trains are bringing many refugees to the German capital from Kelnigs- 
berg, Which city, he declared, civilians had been advised tovleave. 

Diplomatic relations between Austria and Japan apparently have been 
furmally severed, 

A despatch direct from Tokio states that the Austrian ambassador, Baron 
Mueller de Szentgyorgy, has been recalled. 

A blockade af the leased territor yof Kiao Chau has been declared by the 


Japanese whose warship shelled a small island off the coast. This island was 
not defended, This information comes from the Tsing-Tau. The same corres- 
pondent states that so far as can be observed, the Japanese have not yet sent a 
landing party ashore. ~ 

The Japanese minister of justice, Yukio Ozaki announces that hostilities in 
the China and Japanese seas will end with the capture of Kiao Chow, when 
Jopan will become a spectator instead of a participant in the war. He says, 
however, if the Germans should prove a menace to the peace through their 
ttanding in the south seas, Japan would consult with Great Britain and might 
co-operate in driving the enemy of the allies out of the Orient.
